doubt and fear. 

We desire te establish a memorial to 
our hero.

We seek to bulid a memorial which 
shall be a shrine, surrounded end per- 
vaded by our hero's influence and 
spirit, inspiring all who worship there 
to noble deeds. We would invite to 
his shrine from near and far those 
whose hearts have been touched by 
his earnest tones, if haply they might 
hear again his words of love and com- 
fort, and we would invite those who 
have never known his ministrationg to 
come and, standing within the Infiu- 
ence of that sacred place, to feel its 
gentie leading to a better and more 
useful life. Our hero himeeclf declared 
Sn, what manner his shrine shall be 


over the turf end say ‘Here lies Henry 
Ward Beecher." for God knows that 
I wil) not Ne there. Look up, if you 
love me, and if you feel that I have 
helped you on your way home, stand 
with your foot on my turf and look 
up. for I will not hear anybody who 
does not speak With his mouth toward 
heaven.” 
It would savor of hardithood if we 
who know Mr. Beecher and his work, 
end whe now contemplate the bullding 
of a memoria! to the spirit and in- 
spiration of his labors. should be 
content with a mere idle token of re- 
membrance, if it is to typify his lofty 
intention and purposes, and if it is 
to memortalizse his wnepating, con- 
stent usefulness and his fidelity In in- 
terpreting to his fellow-men the mes- 
sage of God, our memorial must be a 
center of work which shel! on peg to 
the glory of God and the God hu- 
manity. 
It is aleo entirely ifest that we 
ean build no memorial shrine to our 
hero which will attracé his favor and 
the presence of his spirit without 
making Piymeouth Church a part of 
it. No place on earth is so pervaded 
by his spiritual influence, and his love 
and affection for earthiy things has 
no abiding piace re sure thaa this. 
Plymouth Church was erected by and 
for him. During more than forty years, 
and even to tie dey of his death, it 
Was an engrossing subject of his de- 
votion and the scene of his atixious 
self-sacrificing lebors and joyful tri- 
umphs. Living. his name and fame 
could never be separated from it, and 
dead, h« has sanctified it. 

if our work of buliding a memorial 

our tere is prosecuted in the spirit 
that characterized his work on carth, 
and if we mingle with the love we 
have for his memory a, serious pur- 
pose to emulate his love for humuan- 
ity, our hero worship will be inspir- 
ing ewd elevating.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 8.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The Chronicie’s 
Sacramento special sayg the report of 
the Assembly committee which investi- 
gated San Quentin and Folsom prisons 
will be the most startling and im- 
portant matter which has come before 
this session of the Legisiature. The 
réport will go into the 
and management of the prisons, and 
after telling of such horrors as few 
have supposed could exist in a civilised 
land, even in penal institutions, will 
make recommendations of sweeping 
changes. 

The present Board of Prison Direc- 
tors will be censured mainiy for not 
having made greater effort to have the 
Legisiattre of the existing evils 
and undertake their correction. It is 
understood that a recommendation will 
be made that the board of directors 
should be composed of men who can 
devote a large portion of their time 
to the study of the institutions and to 
forming plans for their betterment. 

A thing to be scored is the way the 

use their positions to give 
jobs to friends. Overseer C. W. Kyle 
ef Folsom, who was appointed at the 
request of Gov. Gage, and Commis- 
sary Fitagerald, brother of the dfrec- 
tor, who relied upon their pulls to save 
them, openly defied Warden Wilkin- 
son, to the demoralization of di ine, 
It will be suggested that a director 
who advises the appointment of any- 
one to a place in a prison should be 
removed, and that the Governor mak- 
ing such recommendation shall be pre- 
sumed to have violated the oath of of- 
fice. Civil service is named as the 
means of obtaining proper employés 
and the Governor should not interfere 
in the appointment of wardens. 

The report will declare unnatural vice 
to &n amazing extent, and 
more at Folsom than at San Quentin. 
Both prisons will be deciared a disgrace 
to this or any other State, particularly 
San Quentin, and the pecple of the 
State will be held responsibie for their 
condition... The moral and other con- 
ditions of the prison will be rated as 
worse than those of most prisons in 
the United States. 

One reason for the terrible state of 
affairs is that the employés are 
friends of men in power, who thus 
pay political debts, and they have not 
real interest In the work, and no ft- 
ness for it. It will be found that a 
large proportion of the prisoners ere 
second-termerr, and it will be sug- 
gested ail first-termers be sent to San 
Quentin and serond-termers to Folsom, 
so that the firét-terthers may be kept 
from contact with the more hardened. 

The building of many more cells and 
the separation of prisoners will be 
urged as imperative. The majority 
whi recominend that the use of the 
straigh@jacket be not abolished, as 
there is not adequate punishment to 
take its place, but that its use be 
safeguarded so as to do away with 
the present horrible circumetances for 
punishment.

An evening paper has been almost 
hysterical of late in Me dealings with 
our street-car corporations, and has 
revealed unreasonable Dias against 
them in its sweeping condemnations. 
We have had quite a number of ac- 
cidents recently, all of which have ho 
doubt been deplored by the managers 
of these corporations, quite as much 
as by individuals or editors, for, from 
my experience as an employé for 
twelve years on steam railroads, I 
know they are neither bloodthirsty 
nor heartless. 

It is not for thelr interest to kili or 
maim people, and yet accidents have 
been concomitants of railroads ever 
since they were established. 

The paper aliuded to has had much 
to say about the speed of street rs, 
and it seems to think the ma rs 
of our railways are the ones who 
want speedy cars, instead of the gen- 
eral public. whom they try to please. 
We are living in an age characterized 
by rapidity in everything. We work 
fast. eat fast and travel fast, and the 
tendency is to aetill further increase 
the high pressure and speed. Whe 
is responsibie for it? General condi- 
tions, and the people as a whole, who 
are influenced by these conditions. 
Street railways simply try to meet the 
demands of the e and the im- 
provements, better facilities and  in- 
creased speed that we now see, when 
contrasted with the system of twenty 
years ago, shows hew well thev have 
succeeded. How blue the air was 
with profanity in those days, when «a 
to go anywhere the cars 
ran able quickness and 
punctuality. A trip from East Les 
Angeles to Agricultura] Park reqoaired 
more time than the new electric car 
now uses in its passage to Monrovia, 
and workingmen never knew whether 
they would reach their job on time or 
not, so subject to delays were the slow.

In all the suburbs of 
the city quick transit is desired by 
the people, and without it. West 
Adame street would never have been 
built up as it is, and its phenomenal 
growth would not continue, and soe 
with other desirable sections, though 
remote from the city's center. Rapid 
transit, since the appearance of ‘the 
electric car, is what has made such 
places, likewise Hollywood, the gem of 
the valley. Without it. real estate 

one-half or two- 
tremendoug growth 
seen in the outskirts of the city would 
come to an end. Electric car lines 
have made possible much of our pros- 
perity, and as they are being run to 
please the general.public, if they are 
run too fast, the general public is to 
biame, and not the managers. To 
succeed in public business you must 
give the public what it wanta. and 
the street rallwayg are trying to do it: 
in fact. they are doing it. 
creased speed has come heavier and 
better cars, and powerful brakes, and 
the expense of these has been great.

VALENTINE BEGINNINGS. 


Miss Howland of Worcester, 
Mass.. whd invented the modern ‘val- 
entine in 1849, never married, and died 
some ten years ago. The Springfield 
Republican recalis the fact that she 
was a graduate of Mt. Holyoke Sem- 
inary, and her father had a small 
bookstore and bindery. She so t to

Own 
operation is both possible and practi- 
cable. Using the street-car systems 
as an example, a city may reserve to 
itself the ownership of right of way, 
and lay rails along it, and then lease 
to the highest bidder the right to op- 
erate cars upon these rails subject to 
certain. conditions. This system has 
been successfully tried In Toronto, and 
I fall to see any anarchistic 
iu it. I am firm in the belief that 
properly-administered public ownership 
would reach further toward a purifica- 
tion of politics than any advance step 
in the conduct of municipal! affairs that 
could be suggested. 

I am fully convinced that in the ex- 
isting system of machine politics, or 
boss rule, as it is more properly called, 
may be found the greatest curse of 
American public affairs. The tongue 
of scandal has been more or less ac- 
tive in every city in the land and cor- 
ruption has been charged against pra-- 
tically every public official in every 
walk of life, and in every branch of 
government. These charges have been 
bandied about with such evident free- 
dom, and in many cases with such evi- 
dent basis of justice, that the holding 
of public office has reached the point 
where it means the sacrifice of one's 
good name. The greatest curse of it 
all is the undermining of public mor- 
ale.
